(ion of Caba by the United States will 
not take place quite so soon as has been 
anticipated in some quarters. The with­ 
drawal of the American troop* will not 
take place in any event until some form 
of domestic govennent has been estab­ 
lished aud is not likely to be ordered by 
the executive department of the govern­ 
ment without the authority of congress. 
The constitutional convention 
which 
meets in November, is likely to be in 
session several months; probably muoh 
longer than after the adjournm ent of 
the 
coming 
session of congress on 
March 4, 1901. 
The new congress, to be elected Nov. 
6 next, will not meet in regular session 
nutil December, 11)01, and will hardly 
do any im portant business until the 
spring of 1902. 
By that time represen­ 
tatives of the new Cuban republic may 
be ready to demonstrate to the appro­ 
priate committees of cong!ess that they 
have governm ent completely organised 
and capable of m aintaining treaty obli­ 
gations w ith other powers. 
Such a gov­ 
ernm ent can hardly exercise its func­ 
tions until authorized by congress. 
W hether it shall be perm itted to ex­ 
ercise them w ithout the supervision of 
the U nited States will be for congress 
to determine. 
The president. is not 
likely to assume the responsibility of 
putting the Cuban governm ent in oper­ 
ation even under the tutelage of the 
U nited States w ithout the direct author­ 
ity of congress. 
It would appear, there­ 
fore, that the new Cuban republic could 
not begin to exercise its functions until 
the sum mer of 1903. 
The mere m achinery of putting the 
governm ent iii operation therefore will 
require considerable time. 
The United 
States assumed several serious responsi­ 
bilities in Cuba by the treaty with 
Spain, but these woro more or less 
waived by tho sixteenth article which 
declared, it is understood that any ob­ 
ligations assumed in this treaty by the 
U nited States with respect to Cuba aro 
lim ited to the time of its occupancy 
thereof, but it will upon the tormina 
tion of such occupancy, advice any gov 
em inent established in the island, to as 
sumo tile obligation. 
The bearing of 
this pledge lies in tho interpretation of 
it 
Among the assurances given by Spain 
subject to this lim itation was that 
'the 
rights of property secured by copyrights 
aud patents acquired by Spaniards in 
the island of Cuba aud iu Puerto Rico 
the Philippines and other ceded territo 
ries, at the time of the ratifications of 
this treaty, shall continue to be re 
spec ted.” 
There is also the provision that the 
United States will assume and discharge 
the obligations th at may nuder interna 
tional law result from tho fact of its oc 
cupation for the protection of life aud 
property. 
President McKinley will undoubtedly 
prefer to leave to congress the decision 
how far the advice of the U nited States, 
under their pledges to Spain, shall be 
made valid, and congress may not care 
to decide the question by snap judgm ent 
before the character of the new Cuban 
governm ent has been tested by time.

First, that if any power took territory 
in China as a rem it of the present 
trouble, Germany and Great Britain 
also would take territory, or, aeoond, 
that if any country took territory in 
China, Germany and Great Britain 
would seek to prevent this action, or 
otherwise jointly aet against the coun­ 
try seeking to extend its domains. 
Either construction, it was pointed 
oat, was such that the powers not a 
party to the agreement could not be ex- J 
pected to bind themselves to its accept- j 
atlee. Under these circumstances it wa* 
said that the powers would probably , 
see to learn Russia’s views on the third . 
clause, as Russia's approval undoubted- :> 
ly would remove the idea that there is j 
any possible menace intended. But it is 
recognized among diplomatic officials 
that it would be extremely difficult to 
secure an expression from Russia on this 
point as an unfavorable rejoinder which 
she might bo expected to give, would 
araouut to a declaration that she had 
some territorial designs on Manchuria, 
and a refusal to answer would be simi­ 
larly open to such construction.

27,—This city over­ 
flowed with Republican enthusiasm in 
connection with the reception arranged 
for Governor Roosevelt. 
From his ar­ 
rival at the Grand Central station at 
fi:80 o’clock, until nearly m idnight when 
the governor w ent kl his sister’s home 
for the night, there was such a series of 
receptions, such a burning of fireworks, 
such electric displays and such volumes 
of eloquence, as are seldom seen in New 
York. 
It was the climax of the candi­ 
date's tour of many thousands of miles, 
aud his frienus aud admirers made the 
street ring w ith thoir shouts of welome 
home. 
As early as 5 o'clock, the crowds be­ 
gan to gather at tho Grand Central sta­ 
tion to see "Teddy” come home. 
They 
saw him come and gave him a wolooiue 
that is seldom ever given anyone. 
The governor was cheered along the 
line and at the F ifth avenue hotel, the 
scenes about, tho station were largely 
repeated. 
The doors of the Madison Square gar­ 
den were opened to the public at 6 
o’clock. 
Outside tho garden, waiting 
for the opening of tile doors was an or­ 
derly crowd. 
There was no rnshiug or 
confusion. 
Inside wen* two regimental 
bands, one at each end of the garden. ' 
They .continually played, alternating 
during the three hours wait. 
Popular 
airs were played m ostly and were loudly 
cheered. 
Frequently campaign songs 
were sung by three quartettes. 
The decorations were profuse, the ’ 
stars aud stripes predom inating. 
In 
every seat was a sm all American flag to 
which was fastened a button of Gov. 
Roosevelt in his rough rider uniform. 
Most of the seats were occupid by 7 p.m. j 
The many groups of paraders began 
to reach the square soon after 6 o ’clock 
and as each contingent arrived there 
was more cheering and more burning of 
Greek tiro and rockets. 
Then cam e the 
fireworks. 
The Democratic mutoscope on the 
Bartholdi hotel roof was at work at the 
tim e throwing mottoes on the Dewey 
arch, on the clouds and w alls of the 
buildings around the square, but the 
Republicans ignored it. 
Governor Roosevelt left the hotel at 
7:50 o ’clock aud stood in his carriage 
nearly all the w ay to the garden, and 
bowed to the crowd. 
The governor 
reached Madison square garden at 7:58 
o’clock. 
The audience stood 
w aving 
flags and cheering w’heu the governor 
appeared. 
W hen the governor reached 
his place on the front of the stand the 
applause 
was 
deafening. 
General 
Green introduced the governor aud the 
ovation was repeated. 
H is speech was interrupted tim e aud 
tim e again w ith applause. 
He plunged 
into the issues of the campaign, starting 
out w ith free silver and follow ed the 
linos of his m any addresses on this sub­ 
ject 
He then touched on the present 
prosperity of the country and how Mr. 
Bryan’s prophesies regarding tho gold 
standard had turned out to be wrong 
and condem ning him for raising a feel­ 
ing of envy in the m inds of the working 
classes against the capitalists. 
He then took up imperialism and fin -1 
ished his speech w ith a review of the 
Spanish-Am eriean war. 
He w as follow ed by Charles S. Fair­ 
child, but the crowd had heard all they 
w anted and began leaving.

N ew York, Oct. 27.— W illiam J. Bryan 
yesterday concluded his campaign tour 
of the state of N ew Jersey.
